1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reasons for allowance is that the closest prior art currently of record, 
Hatano, discloses a compound with curing at 50% humidity at 40-50 degrees Celsius for 
4 to 6 days. Whereas the present application discloses curing at at least 60% humidity 
at a temperature of 40-120 degrees Celsius for 0.5 seconds to 10 minutes. 

Hatano does not disclose the foaming degree of 1 .5 to 3.0 nor would it have 
been inherent or obvious to achieve in view of the humidity, temperature, and time 
requirement taught by Hatano. 

Additionally, no other documents currently cited provide motivation to perform the 
procedure of claim 1 as discussed above to the specific mixture obtained by mixing a 
urethane prepolymer with an average molecular weight of 1 ,000 to 10,000 and 
containing isocyanate groups at molecular terminals, and a diol wherein a ratio of a 
weight equivalence of active hydrogen atom-containing groups within said diol and 
relative to a weight equivalence of isocyanate groups within said hot melt urethane 
prepolymer is 1 .5 to 20.0.
